Vitamin C Needed in Diet to 
Halt Possible Development 
Of Scurvy 


This is th e fifth of eight stories 
Ml v itam infi a nd th e ir effect on 
gour health.

Vitamin C is commonly called 
the anti-scorbutic v itamin. It has 
sev eral technical name.s, including 
ascorbic acid and cev itamic acid. 
Formerly it was known only 
that v itamin C was especially fre­ 
q uent 
in 
orange 
juice, 
tomato 
juice, paprika, and in leafy green 
v egetables. Now the chemical na­ 
ture of this food substance has 
been discov ered. It is a mix ture 
of carbon, hydrogen and ox ygen 
and is also called cev itamic acid. 
As with other v itamins a com­ 
plete deficiency of v itamin C is 
known to result in a specific dis­ 
ease—namely scurv y—so that this 
v itamin is definitely recommend­ 
ed 
for 
this 
disease. 
Howev er, 
there seem to be conditions of 
the hum an body which represent 
a deficiency of this v itamin .some­ 
w hat less than .scurv y. This might 
be 
called 
latent 
or 
preclinical 
scurv y. 
Scientifically its presence may 
be determined by changes in the 
bones and by failure of the body 
to ex crete the usual amount of 
ascorbic acid in the urine. It is 
also known that there may be dif­ 
ficulties with the teeth, infections 
of the gums, anemia, undernutri­ 
tion, loss of appetite and ev en 
lessened resistance to infection as 
the preclinical stage of scurv y. 
This does not mean, howev er, 
that v itamin C is a cure for such 
conditions in general or will ev en 
reliev e them. It merely means 
that the doctor, when he sees the 
symptoms, considers also the pos­ 
sibility that a deficiency of v ita­ 
min C may be associated. 
* 
« 
* 
Of eq ual importance, howev er, 
is the prev ention of such condi­ 
tions in babies whose diets are 
known to be deficient in this sub­ 
stance. Ascorbic acid is generally 
accepted as an essential dietary 
constituent in the feeding of ba­ 
bies. It has now become the gen­ 
eral cu.stom to make certain that 
the baby and the growing child 
jet enough orange juice or enough 
‘.omato juice and other m aterial 
!ontaining v itamin C to make cer­ 
tain that they will not suffer with 
1 deficiency. 
Many of tho.se who promote 
v itamin prepaiations for commer­ 
cial gain hav e urged the use of 
v utamin C for failure to gain in 
weight or stoppage of growth, for 
anemia, for all sorts of hemor­ 
rhagic conditions including ev en 
hemophilia and purpura. There 
is no reason why anyone with 
any of these diseases should be­ 
liev e that in his case the condi­ 
tion is caused by a lack of v ita­ 
min C in the diet. The physician 
who is responsible for diagnosing 
such cases will, howev er, deter­ 
mine whether or not there is a 
demonstrable deficiency of ascor­ 
bic acid and will then determine 
whether or not it is to be p re­ 
scribed. 
Vitamin C is one of the most 
delicate of the v itamins and is 
most easily destroyed. Therefore 
care should be taken in giv ing 
yitem in C in orange juice, tomato 
juice or any sim ilar preparations 
in m ix tures becau.se of the possi­ 
bility 
that 
changes 
will 
occur 
which will render the v itamin in­ 
effectiv e.
